INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Use  of  Sulphur  Dioxid,  etc. 

(Summary  of  Circular  Letters  416  and  419.) 
[File  No.  75.] 

Pending  the  report  of  the  Referee  Board  of  Consulting  Scientific  Experts,  which  ia 
now  investigating  the  wholesomeness  of  sulphur  dioxid,  the  use  of  sulphur  dioxid, 
sulphurous  acid,  or  salts  of  sulphurous  acid  in  the  preparation  of  meats  or  meat  food 
products  is  forbidden,  except  upon  condition  that  meats  or  products  so  prepared  are 
plainly  marked  so  as  to  show  the  mode  of  preparation.  All  labels  and  marks  designed 
to  meet  these  requirements  must  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  before  use. 

This  ruling  is  made  in  conformity  with  Food  Inspection  Decision  89. 

Proposed  Ruling  Regarding  Labeling  of  Meat  Products. 

The  following  ruling  is  under  consideration: 

Whenever  animal  products,  such  as  hog  stomachs,  snouts,  skins,  buccal  membranes, 
palates,  lungs,  spleens,  livers,  and  other  like  organs  and  parts  are  used  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  meat  food  products  at  official  establishments,  the  presence  of  such  organs  or 
parts  must  be  indicated  on  the  label,  either  in  the  character  of  the  name  of  such  product 
or  by  giving  its  ingredients. 

Proprietors  of  establishments  where  such  materials  are  used  in  the  preparation  of 
food  products  are  invited  to  submit  any  information  or  comment  that  they  may  wish 
to  offer  concerning  the  proposed  ruling. 

False  Statement  in  Civil-Service  Examination  Papers. 

During  the  investigation  which  was  made  a  few  months  ago  at  National  Stock 
Yards,  111.,  as  a  result  of  the  public  charges  made  by  James  F.  Harms  concerning 
Federal  meat  inspection,  Julius  Bischof ,  at  that  time  a  meat  inspector  in  this  Bureau, 
gave  certain  testimony  which  was  considered  to  be  false,  and  he  was  dismissed  from 
the  service.  The  Department  has  since  discovered  that  during  the  year  1896,  while 
Bischof  was  conducting  a  retail  meat  business,  he  was  charged  with  having  slaugh- 
tered, or  caused  to  be  slaughtered,  a  cow  which  was  about  to  give  birth  to  a  calf,  and 
having  dressed  both  the  cow  and  calf  and  having  unlawfully  placed  the  meat  thereof 
on  sale  in  his  market.  The  grand  jury  returned  an  indictment  against  Bischof  for 
the  above  unlawful  act,  whereupon  he  pleaded  guilty  to  the  indictment  and  paid  a 
fine  of  $12  and  costs. 

In  Bischof 's  application  for  examination  for  the  position  of  meat  inspector,  as  a 
result  of  which  he  was  appointed  through  civil-service  certification  in  the  position  of 
meat  inspector  in  this  Bureau,  he  was  asked  the  question:  "Have  you  ever  been  con- 
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victed  of,  or  indicted  for,  any  crime  or  misdemeanor?  If  so,  inclose  herewith  an 
abstract  from  the  court  proceedings  sufficient  to  show  the  final  action  taken,  and  aiso 
furnish  a  statement  from  the  trial  j  udge  or  other  court  officer  showing  the  surrounding 
circumstances  and  your  reputation  for  honesty  and  integrity."  Bischof 's  answer  to 
this  question  was,  "No."  This  answer  was  given  under  oath,  and  it  is  apparent  that 
Bischof  knowingly  and  wilfully  made  the  above  false  answer  under  oath,  knowing 
that  any  man  who  had  pleaded  guilty  to  a  charge  of  selling  unfit  meat  would  not 
knowingly  be  employed  as  a  Federal  meat  inspector. 

The  Bureau  regrets  that  this  information  did  not  come  to  its  notice  early  enough  to 
permit  the  prosecution  of  Bischof  on  the  charge  of  perjury,  which  proceeding  appears 
to  be  now  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations. 

British  Meat  Regulations. 

[File  No.  166.] 

In  connection  with  the  extract  from  the  British  meat  regulations  published  in 
Service  Announcements  for  January,  1909,  page  3,  attention  is  directed  to  the  follow- 
ing ruling  made  by  the  local  government  board  of  England: 

"The  board's  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  meat,  particularly  beef,  is 
sometimes  imported  in  the  form  of  carcasses,  or  portions  of  carcasses,  from  which  the 
pleura,  or  lining  membranes  of  the  thorax,  have  been  stripped.  Removal  of  the  pleura 
is  frequently  practiced  in  order  to  conceal  evidence  of  disease  conditions.  The 
amending  regulations  include  any  meat  which  comprises  the  ribs,  but  which  on 
importation  is  ascertained  to  be  without  the  pleura,  in  the  category  of  'Foreign  meat 
of  Class  I.'  The  addition  thus  made  to  the  regulations  should  receive  special  atten- 
tion, in  connection  with  inspection  made  of  imported  beef." 

Russian  Meat  Regulations. 

[File  No.  422.] 

Regulations  of  the  Russian  Empire  exclude  all  substances  except  kitchen  salt  and 
saltpeter  for  use  in  the  preservation  of  meat  or  meat  food  products  imported  to  that 
country. 

Old  Labels  must  be  Removed  from  Meat  Containers. 

[File  No.  11.] 

Inspectors  shall  require  that  all  old  labels,  stencils,  and  marks  on  containers  that 
have  been  previously  used  and  are  to  be  again  used  for  packing  meat  and  meat  food 
products  be  removed  or  effaced,  whether  they  pertain  to  meat  inspection  or  otherwise. 
Inspectors  must  always  know  that  packages  which  have  been  previously  used  are 
clean  and  fit  in  every  particular. 

Approved  Labels  only  to  be  Used. 

The  Bureau  desires  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  inspectors  seeing  that  labels  are 
properly  used.  Only  those  labels  which  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Washington 
office  are  permitted  to  be  used  for  meat  or  meat  food  products  prepared  in  official 
establishments.  Approval  means  that  labels  may  be  used  only  for  the  products  as 
indicated  by  the  label.  For  example,  should  a  label  indicate  that  prime  beef  is  used 
in  a  product,  inspectors  shall  see  that  such  label  is  used  for  no  other  product  than  that 
containing  prime  beef. 

Monthly  Reports  on  Sanitation. 
[File  No.  14.] 

Referring  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  150,  Regulation  27,  section  3,  in  future  inspectors  in 
charge  will  forward  to  the  Washington  office  a  monthly  report  on  sanitation  (I.  D. 
Form  115)  for  each  official  establishment.  The  reports  should  be  mailed  so  as  to  reach 
Washington  not  later  than  the  10th  of  the  succeeding  month.  I.  D.  Form  115-A  shall 
be  submitted  to  inspectors  in  charge  weekly,  and  oftener  if  necessary. 
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Larval  Forms  of  the  Hypoderma  Lineata. 

[File  No.  423.] 

The  attention  of  inspectors  is  called  to  the  fact  that  during  the  late  summer  and  the 
early  fall  months  larval  forms  of  the  heel  or  warble  fly,  known  as  "  Hypoderma  lineata" 
may  be  found  within  the  mucous  membrane  or  embedded  in  the  musculature  of  the 
esophagus  in  many  of  the  cattle  slaughtered  during  this  period. 

The  warble  fly  deposits  its  eggs  on  the  skin  of  cattle,  fastening  them  to  the  hairs. 
These  eggs  or  the  tiny  maggots  hatching  from  them  are  carried  into  the  mouth  by  the 
cattle  licking  themselves.  In  the  former  event  the  eggs  hatch  in  the  mouth  or  in  the 
paunch.  In  either  case  the  maggots  or  larvae  (2  to  4  mm.  in  length)  migrate  into  the 
esophagus  and  penetrate  into  its  walls.  From  the  esophagus  they  migrate  to  the  sub- 
cutaneous tissues  of  the  back,  where  they  appear  as  the  so-called  "warble"  about 
January.  As  the  membranes  of  the  esophagus  provide  a  valuable  form  of  casing, 
when  perfect,  they  should  be  submitted  to  careful  inspection  in  order  that  those  which 
are  found  to  be  infested  with  these  larvae  may  not  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  edible 
products. 

REGISTRATION  OF  TELEGRAPHIC  ADDRESS. 

[File  No.  473.] 

The  attention  of  employees  is  called  to  General  Order  137.  With  a  view  to  more 
thoroughly  carrying  out  the  instructions  in  this  order,  it  is  directed  that  all  telegrams 
sent  to  the  Bureau  at  Washington  be  addressed,  "Animal  Industry,  Washington,  D.  C," 
and  not  to  divisions  or  offices  of  the  Bureau  or  to  individuals  connected  with  the 
Bureau.     All  such  telegrams  are  to  be  signed  with  your  surname  only. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  previous  instructions  with  reference  to  registering  tele- 
graphic addresses,  and  all  employees  in  charge  of  stations  who  have  not  already  done  so 
are  directed  to  register  such  an  address  with  the  telegraph  company  or  companies  in 
their  respective  cities.  Such  telegraphic  address  should  consist  of  the  surname  of  the 
employee  in  charge,  the  words  "Animal  Industry,"  and  the  name  of  the  city  and 
State,  as  "Bennett,  Animal  Industry,  Chicago,  111."  Your  home  address  also  should 
be  filed  so  that  you  may  be  reached  by  telegraph  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  if  necessary. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  charge  back  to  the  sender  telegrams  not  in  accordance  with 
these  instructions  and  with  the  fiscal  regulations. 


INSTRUCTIONS   CONCERNING  ENFORCEMENT    OF  ORDER  REGARDING 
LIP-AND-LEG  ULCERATION. 

[File  No.  2.] 

The  objects  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  165,  for  the  prevention  of  lip-and-leg  ulceration  in 
sheep,  are:  (a)  To  prevent  the  interstate  movement  of  sheep  affected  with  lip-and-leg 
ulceration.  (6)  To  have  a  reinspection  in  not  less  than  seven  days  after  inspection 
and  dipping,  and  if  necessary  a  second  dipping,  of  sheep  which  are  not  diseased  but 
which  are  a  part  of  a  diseased  band,  before  they  are  moved  interstate  for  breeding 
purposes,  (c)  To  provide  that  the  proper  State  or  Territorial  officials  shall  assume  the 
responsibility  of  permitting  exposed  sheep  and  sheep  which  are  not  diseased  but 
which  are  a  part  of  a  diseased  band  to  be  moved  without  dipping  for  feeding  purposes 
into  their  respective  State  or  Territory. 

When  doubt  arises  as  to  whether  sheep  of  a  proposed  interstate  shipment  are  actually 
intended  for  feeding  purposes,  a  written  statement  should  be  obtained  from  the  shipper 
that  the  sheep  are  for  feeding  purposes  only,  and  this  statement  shall  be  sustained 
by  a  permit  from  the  proper  State  or  Territorial  official  allowing  them  to  enter  the 
State  or  Territory  for  feeding  purposes. 
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The  Department  approves  of  the  present  use  of  placards  on  hand,  reading  "Sheep 
for  Slaughter  Exposed  to  Lip-and-Leg  Disease,"  but  transportation  companies  should 
be  advised  that  when  additional  placards  are  printed  they  should  be  made  to  read 
"Sheep  for  Slaughter  Exposed  to  Lip-and-Leg  Ulceration." 

Since  the  regulations  specify  the  same  placarding  of  cars  for  exposed  sheep  and 
sheep  of  diseased  bands  shipped  for  slaughter,  it  is  not  considered  advisable  to  undertake 
to  provide  separate  yards  at  market  centers  for  these  classes  of  sheep.  When  doubt 
exists  as  to  the  handling  of  mixed  bunches  of  these  classes,  they  should  be  handled 
as  "exposed  sheep." 


SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

[File  No.  149.] 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

" Dusenberry's  Sheep  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  H.  C.  Dusen- 
berry,  New  York,  N.  Y.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  49  gallons  of 
water. 

ilOzo"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Benton,  Hall  &  Co.,  Cleveland, 
Ohio.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  74  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit 
the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty 
required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments 
thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or  amend- 
ments.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  REGARDING  EFFORTS  BY  GOVERNMENT  EMPLOYEES 
TO  INFLUENCE  CONGRESSIONAL  ACTION. 

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  attention  of  Bureau  employees 
is  called  to  the  following  executive  order  issued  by  the  President  under  date  of 
November  26,  1909: 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  no  bureau,  office,  or  division  chief,  or  subordinate  in  any 
department  of  the  Government,  and  no  officer  of  the  army  or  navy  or  marine  coips 
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stationed  in  Washington,  shall  apply  to  either  House  of  Congress,  or  to  any  com- 
mittee of  either  House  of  Congress,  or  to  any  Member  of  Congress,  for  legislation,  or 
for  appropriations,  or  for  congressional  action  of  any  kind,  except  with  the  consent 
and  knowledge  of  the  head  of  the  department;  nor  shall  any  such  person  respond  to 
any  request  for  information  from  either  House  of  Congress,  or  any  committee  of  either 
House  of  Congress,  or  any  Member  of  Congress,  except  through,  or  as  authorized  by, 
the  head  of  his  department. 


REGULATIONS  CONCERNING  OUTSIDE  EMPLOYMENT. 

The  attention  of  Bureau  employees  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  Department  Cir- 
cular No.  4,  dated  September  25,  1905,  which  reads  as  follows: 

Regulation  I.  No  officer  or  employee  of  the  Government  who  is  in  a  position, 
either  to  influence  the  award  of  a  contract  with  the  Department,  or  to  cause  purchases 
of  supplies  to  be  made  for  the  Department,  shall  be  interested  in  any  firm,  company, 
or  corporation  doing  business  with  the  Department. 

Regulation  II.  Officers  or  employees  who  are  engaged  upon  investigations  of 
special  industries  for  the  Department  shall  not  be  connected  with,  or  interested  in, 
any  firm,  company,  or  corporation  whose  scope  of  business  includes  the  industry 
which  the  officer  or  employee  is  investigating  for  the  Depratment;  and  an  officer  or 
employee  engaged  upon  the  above-described  work  shall  in  no  case  allow  his  name, 
his  work,  or  his  connection  with  the  Department  to  be  used  in  promoting,  or  exploit- 
ing, or  selling  stock  in,  any  firm,  company,  or  corporation,  the  scope  of  whose  business 
includes  the  special  industry  which  such  officer  or  employee  is  investigating  for  the 
Department. 

Regulation  III.  No  officer  or  employee  shall  perform  or  be  engaged  upon  work 
for  private  individuals,  firms,  companies,  corporations,  or  institutions  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Secretary,  first  had  and  obtained  through  the  Chief  of  the 
bureau,  office,  or  division  in  which  said  officer  or  employee  serves. 

The  purpose  of  this  regulation  is  not  to  prevent  officers  and  employees  of  the  De- 
partment from  performing  proper  work,  outside  of  office  hours,  which  does  not  inter- 
fere with  or  hamper  work  for  the  Department,  but  is  designed  to  afford  the  Secretary 
an  opportunity  to  pass  upon  the  kind  and  quantity  of  outside  work  which  may  be 
permitted  in  order  that  such  work  shall  not  impair  the  usefulness  of  such  officers  or 
employees  to  the  Government. 

An  amendment  to  this  circular,  dated  October  20,  1905,  provides  that  before  trans- 
mitting to  the  Secretary  for  his  consideration  the  written  application  of  an  employee 
or  officer  for  permission  to  engage  in  or  continue  any  nonofficial  occupation,  the  Chief 
of  the  bureau,  division,  or  office  shall  indorse  upon  said  application  his  recommen- 
dation in  the  premises,  whether  of  approval  or  disapproval. 


INFORMATION  DESIRED   CONCERNING  RESIGNATIONS. 

The  attention  of  officers  in  charge  is  again  called  to  the  following  notice  which 
appeared  in  Service  Announcements  for  May,  1908: 

Officers  in  charge,  in  forwarding  to  Washington  the  resignations  of  employees  on  their 
forces,  should  furnish  with  their  recommendations  all  the  information  obtainable 
pertaining  to  such  cases.  It  often  happens  that  a  person  who  has  resigned  from  the 
service  requests  reinstatement,  and  it  is  essential  that  the  Bureau  be  in  possession  of 
all  the  facts  concerning  the  resignation  in  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  favorable 
consideration  should  be  given  the  request  for  reinstatement. 
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LACK  OF  FUNDS  PREVENTS  PROMOTIONS. 

Referring  to  the  notice  in  Service  Announcements  for  June,  1909,  to  the  effect 
that  the  consideration  of  promotions  must  be  delayed  at  least  until  January  1,  1910, 
and  to  the  notice  in  Service  Announcements  for  November  with  reference  to  the 
necessity  for  retrenchment  in  meat-inspection  expenditures,  the  expenditures  so 
far  made  from  the  appropriations  for  the  current  fiscal  year  have  nearly  exhausted 
the  funds  allotted  for  the  various  kinds  of  work  for  the  portion  of  the  year  which 
has  thus  far  elapsed,  and  the  possibility  of  making  promotions  in  the  near  future  is 
very  doubtful.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  greatly  regrets  this  condition,  but  there 
appears  to  be  no  relief  possible  until  more  funds  are  available  for  the  Bureau's  work.
